BRIBED AT GOOD- 
WOOD. 


SIX MONTHS’ HARD LABOTR. 


JUDGE'S STERN COMMENTS. 


Two Metropolitan police con- 
stables, Arthur ‘Isadore Strauss 
Cheshire (43), and Joseph Lucas | 
(38), who. were charged with regeivy- 
ing a corrupt gift of money'at Guod- 
wood Races on July 28th,.and Edwin 
Bottom (51), laboarer, were cach 
sentenced to six months’ hard labour 
at Sussex Assizes at Lewes. 

This was the second trial, thé jury 
having disagreed in the frst trial. 

The three men ‘strenuously denied 
that any coins changed hands Le- 
tween tnem, but a sergeant and. 
constable ofthe West sussex Con- 
atabulary were confident that from 


a distance of six yards they saw the 
gifts. made, 


Mr. Justixe Horridge, q@mciine 
up, said Mr. St. John Hutchinson, 
who. defended the ‘two constables, 
had’ emphasised the extreme danger 
of tinding the'men guilty because of 
the positions they occupied. 


. Value Of Character. - 


“Te would be a bad day"for. Eng. 
lish justice,” he said, '‘ when a jury 
were afraid to keep, their oaths and 
decide : upon the evidence. ~You 
have nothing to. dé with the resulb 
of your verdict.’ :

Fight Chinese and forty pigs 
formed the basis of a Court case 
heard before Mr, W. Schofield at 
‘the Kowloon Magistracy Terre 
morning.

He, 1. like an honest 
citizen, turned his pockets inside 
ouf for his ‘aecuser to look at, 
“ Now,” said he, -“ you have found 
no money 6n mé, and since you have 
defamed my ‘old and honoured, 
‘name, you will have to ‘pay me 
amages.”’- Arguments ensued and 
their brawling drew the attention 
of a district watchman; who took 
them both to the Police Station. 

Defendant's companion, who said 
that he was‘a fiddler, cortoborated, 
but suid that while his friend" was 
arguing about damages with com- 
plainant, he stood aloof, and when 
they were marched to the Station, 
he only accompanied them half the 
way. 

Major Willson said that he, was 
impressed with the clearness of the 
complainant's story and. sent the 
defendant to Vichoria Gaol for two 
Mmoriths.

Sryaarozz, April 20th.

Local -imports| during the 24 
hours ofided at 9 nm. yesterday 
were still down. Sina tho end of 
last week, there has not been a five 
figure return, although the number 
of arrivals have been up to the 
average. Through cargoes, on the 
other hand, increased considerably. 

Out of. the 17 arrivals, local 
freights vere discharged by nine 
steamers and amounted to only 
3,593 tons Of these, 2,445" tons 
were unloaded from five vessels.
